To Emotional Problems

ONE DAY, AS I WAS WALKING on Fifth Avenue in New 
York, a man I knew slightly pushed through the crowd, stopped 
me, and said, “You believe in religion as a practical technique, 
don’t you?” When I said that I did, he continued, “You also teach 
do you not, that there is a healing power in Faith?” Again, I 
agreed. “Well,” he said, “my big problem is irritation. Sometimes 
I feel that I’m just going to blow up. Can you tell me how to keep 
from being irritated?” 

Evidently this problem of irritation is a widespread one be- 
eause, recently, I have been hearing about it from many sources. 
The head of a large department store told me the other day that 
never in all his years of merchandising experience had he seen so 
many irritated customers and irritated sales people as now. “I 
would be willing to close down for two days,” he said, “if someone 
would come in and give my sales clerks a course in how to keep 
their tempers and curb their tongues in the presence of customers, 
no matter how annoving they may be.” 2 

The Governor of one of our most important States once told 
me, “One of my big problems is to know how to conquer irritation. 
I always liked people until I got this job. Now they drive me 
to distraction.” 

There is a therapy, a healing technique, which can be used to 
overcome and conquer irritation. Like many other such therapies 
for the emotional problems of modern living, it can be found in 
the pages of the Bible. In the book of Colossians, we get the 
secret of overcoming irritation where it says, “Let the peace of God 
rule in your heart.” That is a great phrase and jt will help you 
if you make it your dominating emotion, your supreme attitude, 
your habitua) spirit. Let it rule in your heart and it can control 
your basic self. 

A person who has the peace of God ruling in his heart is always 
under control. He is therefore able to take an objective and scien- 
tific attitude toward his irritation. And no one has ever learned 
to live effectively until he has become scientific and objective to- 
ward emotion. 

Take anger, for example. How do you control anger? Simply 
by being scientific and objective toward anger. If you begin to 
get angry, your face becomes red, your voice rises, your fists clench. 
This is the result of adrenalin being shot suddenly into your sys- 
tem. Instead of allowing the voice to rise when anger begins to 
well up within you, deliberately force it down and control it until 
you are speaking quietly, almost in a whisper. You can never carry 
on an argument in a whisper! If your hands begin to clench, de- 
liberately extend your fingers. You cannot continue to be angry 
with your fingers held out extended. Try it sometime. 

i was present at a religious conference when tempers began to 
flare. Even at religious meetings, people are human. Those present 
began to get peppery and irritated. Then a man took off his coat, 
went over and lay down on a couch in the room. 

Everybody was astonished. Anxiously we asked, ““‘What’s the 
matter? Are you sick?” 

“No,” he said, “I’m not sick. I was just getting mad and I’ve 
found that I cannot get mad lying down!” 

Those of us who practice faith need not be swept by emotion or 
carried into anger and irritability by it. We should be able to 
contro] emotion rather than have it control us. If you have the 
power to contro! your emotions,“you will not be left defeated and 
sick by the irritatins to which all of us are prey. 

Acquire such control. Pray for guidance. Seek the peace of 
God actively and affirmatively. If you have the peace of God 
rt'ing your heart, you can master the skill of objectively examining 
irritation and anger and so reducing their power over you.

Three Atlanta men last night 
were held without bond at City 
Jail on suspicion of robbing a 41- 
year-old Miami, Fla., woman, who 
had been missing three days, de- 
tectives said. 

Detectives said they recovered 
$1,260 with the arrest of Ernest 
Gearing, 34-year-old taxicab driv- 
er, of 318 Cooper St., S. W.: Mar- 
vin Roper, 24, of a Formwalt 
street, S. W. address, and W. C 
Watson, 28, of Fairburn. 

After a three-day -search, the 
missing woman, Mrs. Gladys Gor- 
ham, wife of Edward W. Gorham, 
Miami busnessman, was found in 
a farm house in Cobb County, ac- 
cording to Dets. M. W. Blackwell, 
R. C. Pendley and J. W. Smith, 
who conducted. the investigation. 


The $1,260 was found at 352 
Formwalt St.. S. W.,. the home 
of Gearing’s first wife, Mrs. Eu- 
nice Gearing, detectives related. 
They added Gearing had four chil- 
dren by this marriage and quoted 
Mrs. Gearing as saying she and 
Gearing were not divorced. 

Gearing resides at 318 Cooper 
St., S. W., where he and a second 
wife have two children, detectives 
sald. 

lookout for Mrs. Gorham was 
placed with Atlanta officers Thurs- 
day. Her husband said she left 
Miami by plane for Indianapolis, 
Ind., where her mother was seri- 
ously ill. He said his wife was 
carrying $90 cash in her purse 
when she left Miami, another $900 
and $450 sewed into her clothing, 
according to police. 

Atlanta officers found that Mrs. 
Gorham arrived in Atlanta by 
plane on Thursday and registered 
at a hotel near the Airport. She 
later registered at a downtown ho- 
tel and deposited the $1,340 with 
the clerk for safekeeping. 

Yesterday afternoon, detectives 
said Gearing walked into Police 
Headquarters and announced he 
had carried Mrs. Gorham to the 
Airport and left her there. 

A short time later, however, de- 
tectives got in touch with Roper, 
who said he accompanied Gearing 
and the woman to a farm home 31 
miles north of Atlanta, two miles 
off the Canton Highway, near the 
Sweetapple community. 

Roper said Gearing purchased 
Mrs. Gorham whiskey en route to 
the farm home, detectives said. 
They quoted the husband as say- 
ing she had been placed under the 
guardianship of the courts in Mi- 
ami. 

Police said Watson, also a driv- 
er of Blue and Gray Taxicab Com- 


pany, allegedly was the driver of the car with them,

Chief Highway Commissioner C. B. McMillan says that South 
Carolina can build roads better and more economically through the 
long-range planning system made possible by the stabilized High- 
way Commission. 

Engineers, who have been with the Commission for many years 
undisturbed by politics, can recommend roads for paving on a basis 
of need and service throughout the State, he says. Better prices 
can be obtained from contractors through this program of con- 
tinuity uninterrupted by changing gubernatorial administrations. 

In South Carolina there is no incentive for graft in the purchase 
of highway equipment, McMillan reports. All purchases are made 
through bids, opened in public. Public records are kept of all pur- 
chases, too. 

South Carolina’s Highway Commission has been borrowing 
money for years to speed up its road building program. Having 
floated $15,000,000 worth of bonds during the past fiscal vear, 
South Carolina’s Highway Commission today owes around $62,- 
000,000. It is paying off its bonded indebtedness at the rate of 
$6,000,000 annually. 

The budget this vear is about $40,000,000, of which the State is

McMillan said his Commission is doing more paving this year 
than ever before—about 1,500 miles. It also is putting up $5,000,000 
worth of bridges. 

South Carolina’s Highway Commission also is in charge of the 
State Patrol. In Georgia, this is a separate ageney. Carolina uses 
no prison labor on its highways. 

Unlike Georgia, County delegations in South Carolina do not 
take up most of the Governor's time asking for toads. They see 
their district Highway Commissioner. if they want to talk- with 
anyone.

Although the 
County’s population outside 
Atlanta is much smaller than 
that within the City, the 
County last year spent about 
one-third as much for munici- 
pal services as did the City. 

These are some of the major 
findings of fact as reported by 
the Local Government Commis- 
sion on the basis of intensive 
studies by its research staff. 

The studies have revealed 
many other interesting facts 
about government in the area— 
facts that are little tet to the 
average citizen. Some of them 
are startling; some might well 
be disturbing to the tax-payer 
who wants to get his money’s 
worth, and many could be used 
as powerful arguments for dras- 
tic changes. 

For instance, the County 
Government virtually is a 
“headless organization,” with 
authority divided between the 
County Commission, the Coun- 
ty Manager and elected offi- 
cials responsible to neither the 
Commission nor the Manager. 

A somewhat similar situation 
exists in the City where ‘the 
Mayor is not the executive head 
of the City Government except 
insofar as he attains this posi- 
tion by the force of his person- 
ality.’ 

Fulton County has eight sepa- 
rate agencies dealing with fi- 
nances — three elected by the | 
voters, three appointed by the | 
Commission and two appointed | 
by the Manager. 

The City spent $16,940,000 
last year while County expen- 
ditures totaled $14,773,000. 
Nevertheless, the administra- 
tive and financial costs of run- 
ning the County were about 
the same as those of the City. 

On such strictly municipal- 
type services as police and fire 
protection, refuse collection and 
disposal, health, parks and rec- 
reation anc miscellaneous items 
such as library, street lighting 
and building inspection the City 
spent $6,114,000. The County 
spent about one-third of this 
amount, or $1,960,000, to provide 
these same services for persons 
living outside Atlanta. 

Most of the County’s nine mu- 
nicipalities outside of Atlanta— 
East Point, College Park, Hape- 
ville, Union City, Fairburn, Ros- 
well, Alpharetta and Mountain 
Park — also provide a full list 
of municipal services—‘‘at least 
on paper. 

There is some degree of co- 
operation between the various 
governments. For instance, the 

County handles all welfare op- 
erations and the court system 
except for municipal record- 
er’s courts. The Metropolitan 
Sewer System is operated by 
the City, which also furnishes

POPULATION 

The entire Atlanta - Fulton 
County area has had a growth of 
almost 90 percent between 1920 
and 1949, increasing from 261l,- 
000 to an estimated 490,000. The 
population growth has_ been 
much greater outside Atlanta in 
recent vears. It is estimated that | 
six out of every 10 newcomers 
since 1940 have made their 
homes outside the City limits. 
With the population § density 
varying from 9,500 per square 
mile within Atlanta to between 
100 and 250 per square mile in 
rural areas, there is a wide va- 
riation in the need for municipal 
services, : 

COUNTY GOVERNMENT 

The voters of Fulton County 
elect 30 officials, exclusive of 
Justices of the Peace. Seven- 
teen of these officials are con- 
cerned with the administration 
of justice, while the other 13 
deal with administrative, serv- 
ice and financial phases of gov- 
ernment. The County Commis- 
Sioners have no control over 
the other elected officials ex- 
cept in some instances through 
the budget. 

Although the County Man- 
ager is the executive head of 
the government and is held 
responsible for all County ex- 
penditures, he has authority 
over only 11 of the admin- 
— departments or agen- 
cies. 

The County lacks full authori- 
ty to act as a city government, 

a flagman for the Louisville and 
has no right of home rule and 
“is hamstrung by all the laws, 
procedures arsd customs of a 
rural government.” 
CITY GOVERNMENT 

Atlanta has a “‘weak mayor” 
form of government because the 
Mayor has very few official 
powers to go with his responsi- 
bility as Chief Executive. All 
heads of the City departments 
are appointed by the General 
Council, and each department 
head reports directly to a Coun- 
cil committee. Atlanta’s 18- 
member General Council is one 
of the largest governing bodies 
of any VU. S. municipality. Only 
two cities of comparable size— 
Minneapolis, Minn., and Provi- 
dence, R. I., have a larger Coun- 
cil,

As trials go, this one probably 
would be classed as dull, but it 
already has rroduced one prece- 
dent. 

Each of the defendants—Dade 
County Sheriff John W. Lynch, 
three of his Deputies and eight 
private citizens—is accused of con- 
&p.Ting to arrest seven © ind teen 
Without cause and turn them over | 
to a band for beating. 

For U. S. District Attorney J. 
Ellis Mundy, the fact that the 
band of 50 to 75 men wore Klan 
robes is a detail. 

Mundy’s chief concern is with 
the charge that four representa- 
tives of the State conspired with 
citizens to deprive seven people 
of. their Constitutional right to 
equal protection and immunity 
from illegal punishment. | 

50 far, each of the witnesses in 
the Federal! District Court trial! 
ha. told of an exciting day in little 
Trenton, Ga. and Dade County 
last April 2. 

There was a big Klan parade 
and speech-making in the square 
before the hooded men roared out 
of town in automobiles and sped 
down a side road to the home of 
Mamie Clay. | 

Here, one witness said, the Klan 
burned a cross, strutted up and 
down a bit and then entered the 
Clay home. | 

He said the men who went in 
¢ame out with others who wore. 
no robes, but he was unable to say | 
whether the unrobed ones were 
the plaintiffs. 

The witness, Nelson Davis. told | 
of encountering the Klan caravan. 
on the road to his home and of see- 
ing a Negro running, one leg in| 
hi. trousers, one leg out. | 

The Government put up William | 
Arp, self-identified Klan Cyclops. 
of the Seventh Klan Province, to. 
testify that two of the defendants, | 
Truman Purcell and Terrell T.|

Arp declared that he had rein- 
stated Trenton City Recorder John | 
Wilkins, a defendant, as a Klans- 
man and that he saw Deputy Wil- 
Jiam Hartline at a Klan meeting. | 
Hartline is a defendant also. 

After. Arp appeared, Sacisonid | 
Wizard Samuel Roper, of the As-| 
sociation of Georgia Klans, testi-| 
fied there was no Klavern of aad 
at Trenton. 

Arp had defined a “provisional’, 
Klavern as one that had made alll 
plication for a charter. 

In any case, the Government is. 
seeking to prove that the whole 
incident was cooked up at a Klav-| 
ern meeting. 

Defense Attorney Frank M.! 
Gleason, of Rossville, contended. 
that the Government has the: 
wrong men on trial and, besides, 
the matter is one for the State 
courts. 

Gleason also argued that it is 
impossible for private citizens to 
act under “color of law” as the 
Government charges and _ that 
brought up the precedent making. 

Federal Judge Frank A. Hooper,’ 
@greed that private citizens ordi- 
marily couldn't deprive anyone of 
Constitutional rights. 

Anything that happened, if, say 
you and a buddy went out and ar- 
rested somebody and beat him up 
would be a matter of assault and 
battery. But... 

If you and a policeman went 
out and the policeman made the 
false arrest, and if the circum 
stances were such that you ap-| 
peared as a policeman or repre-| 
sentative of the State, too, you 
then possibly coud deprive some-. 
one of his Constitutional rights. 

The trial resumes tomorrow. '

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MORE THAN 100 TRANSFUSIONS 


Victim of Rare Blood Disease 


Six-year-old Johnny Phillips has 
had more than 100 transfusions of 
blood and plasma. At a shiny dime 
per transfusion, he figures he’ll 
be “pretty rich pretty soon.” 

“Daddy gives me a Roosevelt 
dime every time,” he explained. 

Johnny, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Phillips, 107 Ash St., Forest 


_ Park, has that rare blood disease 


known as hemophilia and a com- 
plication known as hemarthrosis. 


Hemophilia is marked by failure 
of the blood to clot normally, and 
hemarthrosis is a bleeding into the 
joints. 

Consequently, every minor 
scratch or cut is a major accident 
for Johnny. For example: 

When he was two years old, he 
cut his foot and it bled for eight 
days. He lost more than half the 
blood in his body which had to 
be replaced by transfusions. 


When he cut the end of his fin- 
ger on a lawn-mower, it bled for 
10 days. More transfusions were 
needed. 

When three teeth were extracted 
in October of this year, the bleed- 
ing continued for 16 days. He had 
15 transfusions of whole blood 
and 1,200 cc’s of plasma during 
that time. 

Under the care of an Atlanta 
blood specialist, Johnny has been 
given plasma transfusions three 
times a week since July. The spe 
cialist said addition of normal 
plasma to his blood would help 
“control the bleeding” in case of 
cuts or bruises. 

He said Johnny has had only 
one serious bleeding since he has 
been given regular plasma trans- 
fusions. 

The doctor pointed out that as 
Johnny gets older, he will learn 
better “how to take care of himself 
and avoid cuts and scratches.” 
Johnny’s maternal grandfather 
had hemophilia, which the doctor 
explained is a hereditary disease. 

Only male members of a family 
ean have the disease, but only fe- 
males are carriers and pass it on 
to 50 percent of their male off- 
spring. 

To assure Johnny a steady sup- 
ply of blood plasma, soldiers in 
the Ordance Automotive School at 
the Atlanta General Depot donate 


blood regularly at the Atlanta Red | 
Cross Blood Center. The Red Cross!

charge to the Phillips. 

“We are extremely grateful to 
soldiers at the Atlanta Depot as 
well as the Red Cross,” said Mr. 
and Mrs. Phillips. “We can't 
thank them too much for what 
they are doing.” 

Phillips is a civilian in charge 
of the Postal Section at the Depot. 
But most of the blood donors don't 
know Johnny Phillips. They just 
know they’re giving blood for a 
little six-year-old boy who needs 
lots of it—and that’s enough.

Scarce Cortisone Administered 
To Emory Arthritis Patient

Cortisone, the highly expensive, 

generally unobtainable hormone 
hailed as “the first real hope for 
victims of arthritis,” has been 
given experimentally to a 27-year- 
old Atlantan. 
- Robert Davis, of 1127 Hudson 
Dr., N. E., who has had the crip- 
pling disease for 13 years, became 
the first patient in the South to 
get the hormone injections. 

“I’m happy to be a guinea pig,” 
Davis smiled from his bed at 
Emory University Hospital, “if it 
will help me—and others like 
me.’ 

Unable to move two months 
ago, Davis delightedly discovered 
he could flex his arms after the 
cortisone injections. 

When tested at the Mayo Clinic 
at Rochester, Minn., cortisone pro- 
duced “spectacular” results’ in 
complete]: reversing crippling 
symptoms of = arthritis, which 
claims 7,000,000 victims in this 
country alone. 

Patients crippled for years 
walked, ran and even danced 
within a few days after cortisone 
injections were begun. 

Results have not been so “start- 
ling” in the case of Davis, Emory 
physicians regretfully reported. 
But they said the patient did 
show “considerable response.” 

“When he was beginning to 
improve,” they noted, “we ran out 
out of cortisone.” 

Davis then was given ACTH, 
a kindred hormone only slightly 
less scarce which stimulates the 
production of the body’s own cor- 
tisone by the adrenal gland cor 
tex. 


Davis has been bedridden for 


more than two years. The con- 
dition which started as “a pain 
in the hip” has spread to every 
joint of his body. He has suffered 
excruciating pain, and _ doctors 
gaid his was one of the most se- 
vere cases of rheumatoid arthritis 
they had ever seen. 

His case was selected for ex- 
perimental study with cortisone 
because he had an exceedingly 
painful sight-destroying eye com- 
plication. Cortisone’s effects on 
such an eye complication of arth. 
ritis had never been tested. There- 
foresdoctors here were able to ob- 
tain some of the fantastically 
scarce hormone for research pur- 
poses. 

Davis was given three grams— 
about “a level teaspoon’’—-of cor- 
tisone in all. Given the standard 
dosage the first few days, Davis 
showed almost no improvement. 
Then the amount was doubled, 
and progress was noticeable. 

He was able to move his arms a 
little. Swelling in his joints de- 
creased. His pain was “pretty 
well controlled,” his doctor said. 

“T was in a great deal of pain 
before I was given the cortisone,” 
Davis himself reported. “But 
afterward, 1 could just lie here all 
day in perfect comfort.”

Joseph K. Heyman, Southeastern busi- 
ness consultant, reports passenger car 
sales in the Southeast this year will hit 
an all-time high of 625,000, a third more 
than prewar. By year’s end approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 automobiles will be in 
use in the nine Southeastern States. 

More important, auto production ca- 
pacity in the Southeast is 50 percent above 
prewar. That means more jobs and larger 
pay rolls. 

Atlanta has become the automobile 
center of the South. Two new automobile 
plants have been built here since the war. 


They are:the Buick-Oldsmobile-Pontiac 
and Ford plants. In addition, Ford has 
built plants at Memphis and Norfolk.

Sounds like a group of Georgians talking, 
doesn’t it—a State planning group or a civic 
group or a college social study group? But it 
wasn't. These men were Governors of the 
Southern States. TheVY were having a round- 
table discussion on State Government at 
Biloxi, Miss., the other day. 


The Sid was Governor Sidney McMath, youth- 
ful Governor of Arkansas who is a refreshing 
new personality on the Southern scene. He said 
Arkansas will vote on a constitutional amend. 
ment next vear to provide home rule. Jim, of 
course, was Governor “Big Jim” Folsom, of Ala 
bama, who reported that his State has lifted the 
ceiling on local taxation for school purposes—so 
that the local communities, instead of the State. 
will be putting up 65 percent of the costs of edu- 
cation. Allen was Governor Allen Shivers, of 
Texas, an unique Texan in that he was rathe: 
quiet, who, as Lieutenant Governor, is filling the 
unexpired term of tle late Gov. Jester. Arkansas 
and Texas both have abolished the State prop. 
erty tax, after being unable to get fair property 
valuations from local tax assessors. Texas has 
just inaugurated a $13,000,000 Minimum Foun- 
dation for Education Program, financing it right 
now with surplus funds but preparing to increase 
taxes next year to finance it permanently. 

After hearing these men discuss familiar prob 
lems, I came home with a better feeling for 
Georgia. Georgia, seeking a solution for its 
problems, is in no more chaotic condition than 
her Southern neighbors. All are bothered with 
problems which have pestered Georgia for years 
—providing better schools, roads, and health and 
welfare services for their people, and improving 
the efficiency of State Government by eliminat. 
ing overlapping State agencies and by attempt. 


financing the 
were talking about eliminating overlapping 
ing, slowly because of politics, to reduce the num 
ber of political subdivisions. 

Georgia is well ahead of some of her siste: 
States, and well behind others on various move. 
ments. For instance, Governor Strom Thurmond 
reported on his -reorganization of State Govern 
ment, which will slash the number of State 
agencies from 108 to 25, and will set up a State 
finance department, central State purchasing 
agent, etc. Georgia is nearly 20 years ahead on 
most of these reorganizations. Yet, South Caro 
lina’s State Government has an agency with a 
remarkable record in attracting new industries 
to that State. And, Governor Kerr Scott said 
North Carolina is gearing its economy to the 
atomic age by putting telephones and electric 
power into the rural areas so that industries and 
citizens will live in the rural sections instead of 
congregating in the cities—the anticipated target 
for any atomic warfare. 


The Southern Governors’ Conference 
showed new and stronger leadership devel- 
oping in the South. The mutual exchange of 
ideas was helpful to the Governors in solv- 
ing the problems in their own State. It was 
a little amusing, however, to see the Goyer- 
nors zealously guarding their own St . 
rights with a resolution opposing any Fed- 
eral interference, and then, in the same 
breath, pass a resolution asking the Federal 
RFC to put up more money at lower interest 
rates to lend them te build highways. 


Governor Fuller Warren, of Florida, who 
opened his remarks with a declaration of “States’ 
rights,” laughed in his own embarrassment when 
he expressed the hope that this movement to- 
ward the States assuming their own responsi- 
bilities wouldn’t succeed until Florida has ob- 
tained some Federal flood contro! funds. 


Governors Folsom and McMath joined in sum- 


ming up the real solution to “States’ rights” and 
“home rule.” however. Folsom said the States 
should extend “home rule” to the cities and 
counties in proportion to the ability of the cities 
and counties to assume the responsibility of 
ruling themselves and providing the services de- 
sired by their people. And, McMath concluded 
that the States should expect the same yarda- 
stick to be used on them when they demand 
“States’ rights” from the Federal Government. 


Still in Search 
Of Some Answers 


A few days ago I turned out some comment 

on the fact that millions of Americans will get 

: excited, aroused and emotional about a little 

girl caught :n a well, and will read about every word written about it 
and listen to each radio comment—but at the same time they will 
yawn over discussions of foreign affairs, which may develop into 
war or bring great financial crises to the nation. They will write 
letters to anyone who writes about an article on cooking turnip 
greens and spareribs, but will not go far into an anlysis of a wheat 
crop failure which may so reduce a struggling nation the Commu- 
nists will take it over. Their country will spend millions, as we 
have done in Greece, for example, and few will read the story of it. 


Tests Then I included these paragraphs as part of the dis- 
cussion: 

“Yesterday I got a young man to go out and ask 15 persons 
chosen at random what they thought about the cotton crisis in 
the State and the South. 

“Not a one knew what the crisis was. 

“The papers have been discussing it editorially for some time 

and the news columns have been full of it, too. It is a disaster 
which will cause much suffering and sorrow. 
. “Last year a survey revealed that 30 percent of the people 
in any congressional district didn’t know the name of their rep- 
resentative or the number of their district. A good 20 percent 
didn’t know the names of their State senators. A shocking 97 
percent couldn't name all the congressmen from their State. 

“More recent polls have shown that only about 25 percent of 
the American people are enough aware of the leading foreign 
policy problem, which may one day bring on war and kill their 
sons and husbands, to answer one or two simple questions about it. 

“The cotton crop failure is so bad it is sure to cause a speeding 
up of population movements in the cotton South, a further over- 
crowding of cities and a sharp increase of those on relief and in 
search of steadily decreasing jobs for those who are unskilled. 
There aren’t many jobs left for persons who can’t read or write. 
The pick and shovel worker is about gone. Yet, our educational 
level is a little over the fifth grade. There are a lot of people 
who must work who can’t really read and understand the minor 
problems of their city, county and State. 

“Religious articles, giving comfort and encouragement, or just 
any sort of piece about the Bible, will draw lots of comment. But 
an article on the new Government of Israel in the Holy Land 
and its meaning in.terms of bringing the industrial revolution to 
the feudal Arab lands won’t fill the first five rows. 


There was some mail. From it I select this letter as 
Answers being above the average: 

“My husband and I, considering ourselves average, intelligent 
citizens, flunked all questions you asked in your column today 
except naming our two U. S. Senators from Georgia. In thinking 
back over my school days (I only went through high school), I 
vaguely remember a lesson or two in United States Government 
but that is all. Knowledge of local Government, except that 
there is a mayor and council, is more or less a closed book, 
though I was a member of the League of Women Voters for a 
time. My husband is a graduate of Georgia Tech, but he said 
if at any time during his school years they touched on Govern- 
ment it was very brief. 

“I asked our two teen-agers at lunch today what congressional 
district they were in—one said the eighth and the other the tenth 
and neither*of us could tell them. My daughter could name the 
two U. S. Senators from Georgia but I am ashamed to say Johnny 
said ‘Barkley. Dot could not name our foreign policy but Johnny 
said ‘it was to send goods to the Western countries in order to 
establish trade relations. We could only accept that statement in 
silence. I don’t know whether that is right or not. Yet, believe 
it or not, their report cards which they got Thursday and forgot 
to take back Friday are here before me and Johnny made 90 
in history and Dot 98. 

“T have an idea and it is this: 

“Set up a daily column on citizenship, preferably on the front 
page. This would include the correct answers to the questions 
you asked in your column and other similar questions. Some of 
these facts could be often repeated. Of course, this is doing 
something for us that we should find out for ourselves, but we 
American people are too busy and too lazy to do it. If we get 
knowledge, it has to be served up to us. 


A ] : I somehow doubt if a question ahd answer box Is a 
na ysis solution. There has got to be created a will, or a 
desire, to know. It isn’t really ignorance. 

Now I am well aware that if one can wrap the pill of informa- 
tion in the sugar of human interest, it goes down more easily. Those 
in the newspaper business who have thought about it all, long ago 
learned that if important issues could be discussed in human terms— 
if the meaning of it could be explained in terms of its effect on a 
man and his wife and children, then it would be read. 

But that isn’t always possible. 

There has got to be a desire to know. There must be an inquir- 
ing mind which more or less automatically concerns itself with what 


is going on. 


I am not quarreling with schools. I think they do a good 
Ideas job, everything considered. But I am afraid we are too 
concerned with facts and not enough with ideas. The imagination 
must be stirred. Therefore, questions and answers are not enough. 
Somehow we have got to teach our minds to examine things pre- 
sented to us as facts—to test them by our own values.and our 
own perspective. . 
Peoples who simply accept things are easily led into totalitarian. 
ism. That is to say, they accept without any question, what their 
government leaders, speakers, writers and commentators tell them. 
Somehow we have taught a lot of civics, but we have not taught 
it so that the graduates of high school civics classes have any curi- 
osity about who represents them in Congress. We have taught a 
lot of history, but the meaning of it is not clear and their curiosity 
about why our history is what it is, simply isn’t there in any quantity. 
1 still don’t know the answers. I wish I did.

My Fingerprints 
Are, I Hope, on File 


Some 20 years or so ago some civic organiza- 
tion, probably the Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
sponsored a project to get as many persons as 

possible to voluntarily be fingerprinted. The police co-operated by 
sending representatives with the fingerprinting equipment wherever 
eroups wished to meet them for the purpose. 

An officer complete with cards, ink pad, etc., came to The 
Constitution office at our request and many of us put the lines 
and whorls of fingers and thumbs on record. I did, with the rest, 
and was glad to. Presumably the card with this identification of 
me is still on file at the offices of the FBI in Washington. 

There are several reasons why it is desirable and wise to have 
vour prints in the files of the FBI. Unless you have a criminal 
career you are trying to keep hidden or contemplate turning to 
crime in the future, I can see no reason against the printing of 
your finger tips. 

For all of us there can arise situations whereunder a means of 
nositive identification would be of vital importance. There is, for 
instance, a sickness of the mind known as amnesia, which causes 
loss of memory, so that the victim forgets even his own name and 
personal identification. You have all read of such cases in the 
news columns. They are more frequent than you may imagine. 

When such a sufferer is found wandering, lost, his mind a com- 
plete blank as to the past, identification by means of finger: 
prints previously placed on file will restore him to home and 
family and friends. Many-times such a fingerprint record is the 
only sure means of identification. 


Confused Identities It may be rare, but it is not impossible 


that any one of us may, under given 
circumstances, stand accused of something of which we are inno- 
cent and recorded fingerprints may be the best proof of said 
innocence. | 

We may, again, die in an accident which leaves a group of 
bodies in such disfigurement they are extremely hard to distinguish 
one from another. As in a plane crash where the wreckage and 
the bodies burn, or in any fire of similar result. Your sorrowing 
relatives may be saved the final doubt as to whether they bury your 
body or that of a stranger, if there is one finger tip left intact and 
a record of the prints available for comparison. 

It is not difficult to think of circumstances where an available 
record of the fingerprints can be of inestimable value to anyone. 
Payment of insurance may depend on such positive identification. 


It is unfortunate that the taking of fingerprints 
Unfortunate has been so generally associated with the arrest 
and identification of criminals. Admittedly, the public mind thinks 
of the act of fingerprinting as something shameful, a part only of 
the routine of jails and prisons. It should not be so. 

There can be no reasonable ground for hesitancy by any honest. 
law-abiding man or woman to having the fingerprints taken. And, 
as Said above, there are many reasons why it is desirable. 

Nonetheless, a large group of good citizens, about whose re- 
spect for the law or honesty there is nu question, has refused to 
comply with a city request that they have their fingerprints taken 
as one of the requirements for the issuance of individual permits 
for drivers of public conveyances. I refer, of course, to the opera- 
tors of trolleys and busses in Atlanta. 

As I said, I can’t understand it. The attitude to me seems un- 
reasonable. But, if they refuse, that is their business, not mine.

They used to whisper that Miss Daisy Davies was bootlegging the Gospel he- 
cause in those days, 60 years or so ago, there were no such things as women 
preachers and women held membership in the church mainly through the suffer- 


ance of their menfolks. But Miss Daisy, a tall. 
had given up school teaching for a broader field of instruction, 
swished her modest skirts behind whatever pulpit invited her and deliv ered the message

blue-eyed, quick-tongued girl who 
ignored the whis- 


from her Lord with fervor, saving sinners all over the South. 


Now Miss Davies was no earlier Aimee Semple 
McPherson. She was a pioneer, a feminist, a 
spelibinder, but she did not take unto herself 
the mystic airs nor the flowing robes of pre- 
sumption. She left a deep impression on her 
listeners, but her conviction was always drama, 
never melodrama. 

This morning Miss Daisy will stand before 
her Friendship Class at Peachtree Road Meth- 
odist Church, slender for her years, her hair 
gray, her eyes crinkled from a lifetime of human 
understanding, her purposeful mouth poised in 
pleasantness. 


She will open her Sunday devotional as 
usual, observing contentedly that her classes 
seem never to find enough chairs to sit upon, 
and entirely unaware that she is the out 
standing church school teacher of the region, 
and one of the South’s real scholars of the 
Bible. 


Not that Miss Daisy would be coy about a 
woman being in that admirable spot in the eyes 
of the church, because she is a strong woman 
with strong determination, but she has simply 
ignored the distance she has come. 

Miss Davies’ parents died when she was a 
young girl, and she gave up her public schoo! 
teaching and decided to consecrate her life to 
the church. She rode the circuits of the South, 
living frugally on a meager allowance, a period 
she regards now as great luxury “because I had 
clean sheets on my bed every night.” 


There was a flash and fire about her preach- 
ing then that made petty persons forget she was 
a female; they forgot it, and she never thought 
of it. 

When the First World War ended, Miss Davies 
was sent by the Methodist Church to distribute 
food and clothing to the hungry Russians, and 
she went from that assignment to Belgium, to 
launch the mission work of her church. In the 
heart of Brussels today, there is a pulpit in a 
proud church, inscribed in her name, a gift in

her honor. She has counseled with kings and 
noblemen, and prayed with many earnest souls 
whose language she could not fathom. 


Miss Davies studied at Glasgow University 
in Scotland, and was President of LaGrange 
College at one time. She has been a force in 
the Women’s Society for Christian Service, and 
has been elected, time and time again, to the 
General Conference of Methodist, the powerful 
legislative body, where the question of clerical 
rights for women has always been defeated over 
her voice declaring that a person is a person in 
the sight of God. 


Her deep spirituality has not kept her 
from practical considerations. She is con- 
vinced that the church needs women in ite 
policy-making body more than women need 
the privilege of the work. 

She herself has never been ordained, and 
she accepts that, but she does an active daily 
ministry, being called constantly by persons 
who need her calm wisdom and solace. 


Like many religious leaders, she believes the 
whole world could be changed in one generation 
if only the children could be reached with noble 
and inspired teaching, and she thinks the home 
is where this miracle could best be worked. 


“It is the only place,’ she says, earnestly. 
“A mother... parents... they are the ones with 
the priceless opportunity.” 

There are many young parents in Miss Davies’ 
Friendship Class, and she likes it that way. She 
has led them into leaping the hurdle of self- 
consciousness and returning to the old-fashioned 
habit of family prayer and Bible-reading with 
outstanding results. 

Ask her the secret of good living and she nar- 
rows her eyes and muses: “It takes a surren- 
dered life... it takes dying each day... until 
His will, not thine, be done.” 

Miss Davies’ work is proof of the power of 
her belief. 


Even Kudzu Can't Help This 


Georgia in the past.nine years has suffered a staggering loss in human resources 


—and gained a tremendous opportunity to make it up. 
inclusive, Georgia had 706,622 births and only 264,912 deaths. 
a net gain of 441,710 persons for the State. 
gia in 1948 was 3,200,000 persons. 


the 1940 figure. 
Thus, in nine years, the State has produced 
441.710 Georgians, but gained only 76,177 citizens. 
That is the story of the war years when 
great population shifts, particularly from Dixie's 
rural areas, brought a vast change in the eco- 
nomic-social structure of the Southland. 


The loss of citizens here in Georgia is 
heavy where it hurts most—in the ranks 
of the young. Age-group figures show that 
in 1940 Georgia had 1,235,557 citizens in the 
10-29 age bracket. In 1948, there were only 
1,100,000, a loss of 135,557. Yet, it is to the 
young that we now look for the material to 
“rebuild” Georgia. During the 1940-48 period 
the State showed a net gain of 97,822 in the 
“under-ten” group, from 632,178 to 730,000. 


These children are of the war years—-the ones 
who now are taxing our school facilities to the 
utmost and bringing recurring crises as they 
move from grade to grade. 

They are Georgia's greatest investment. The 
challenge is here today to keep those children 
in Georgia by providing good Government for 
their parents, and school, health and career op- 
portunities for them. Georgia needs more “life- 
time” citizens. 

The comparisons here in the years 1940 and 
1948 are based on statistical material compiled 
by the Central Statistical Unit, Division of Vital

Statistics, Department of Public Health, State of 
Georgia. The 1948 figures are estimations. 

Let us look further into these years, 1940-48. 

Georgia in 1940 had 60,008 babies under one 
year of age; in 1948 we had 88,000. Now to the 
other extreme. In 1940 the State had 40,887 per- 
sons in the 75-and-over group; in 1948, there 
were 60,000. 

Overall, there has been a gain during the 
period of 28,321 in the number of Georgians over 
60 vears of age, from 242,679 to 271,000. This 
reflects advances in medical care, the “wonder” 
drugs, and improvement in general health of 
the nation. 

Gains in the old-age bracket are reflected in 
the pension problems of today. 

Thus, the State has growing responsibilities 
at both ends of its life cycle. The challenge is 
to carry today’s wealth in children through, in 
Georgia, to tomorrow’s day of productive labor. 

Look at the vital 20 through 29 age bracket. 
In 1940, persons in this bracket comprised 19.3 
percent of the total State population. In 1948, 
only 16.3 of the population was in that age group. 

Georgia predominantly is a farm State. The 
1940 census showed 66 percent of the State’s 
citizens resided in rural areas. The figure has 
slipped since then; yet, more than half of 
Georgia’s people reside on farms. It is statisti- 
cally so that the farm population has a higher 
birthrate than do their city brethren. In fact, 
children have been described as the greatest crop 
we get from the land. 

Georgia must take every step to protect its 
population resources. Human erosion represents 
wealth that is gone. Even kudzu cannot bring 
it back.

The inspiration he gave 
to both the mighty and the hum- 
ble is signified, not only by the 
crowds that attended his ser- 
mons at the New York Avenue 
Presbyterian Church in Wash- 
ington, but also by the words of 
praise he received during his 
life and after death.

A naturalized citizen, the 
Rev. Mr. Marshall understood 
the emotion of homesickness in 
others, as he understood so manv 
of the common denominators of 
life. ‘‘There is no disgrace in 
being homesick,” he reflects in 
“Mr. Jones, Meet the Master.” 
“I have longed for the north- 
land . to see again the low 
stone houses, the swelling hills, 
the white tails of the waterfalls. 
I have wanted to see the long 
twilights, to look out over the 
waters of the Firth, and be grate- 
ful to God that there are still 
more of Scotland bevond.” And 
he could also say, “And out of 
profound gratitude for my adopt- 
ed country, I can only say that I 
would like in this land to live 
and die, and while I live to help 
other people as much as possible, 
believing that only in service to 
other people can I possibly ex- 
press my gratitude for all that 
America has done for me.”

Original in Entirety

If you take one family, 


with its usual conflicting ideas, 


strong likes, violent dislikes, and vague, unformed opin- 
ions, and multiply by 300, you'll have perhaps a general, 
if confusing, idea of the problems which faced the decora- 
tors of the New Standard Town and Country Club. 


There were the traditionalists 
to be considered, and the mod- 
ernists not to be offended. Those 
who belonged to the old brass 
and pewter set could hardly be 
expected to see eye to eye with 
die-hard advocates of oil paint- 
ings and Aubusson rugs. 

Consequently, in order not to 
be influenced by any one indivi- 
dual preference, the decorators, 
Florence May and Mrs. Maurice 
Pepper, decided to keep the 
whole scheme contemporary and 
functional, without depicting any 
period or era. 

Then another matter 
its controversial head. 

Designed to house the facilities 
of a town club with the casual 
activities available at a country 
club, it was necessary to con- 
eeive an over-all decorating 
acheme that would create a be- 
coming background for either 
casual or formal clothes, but 
nothing as incongrous as a “tux 
edo with‘a turtle-neck sweater.” 

The architecture of the club 
itself helped to establish the 
general mood for decorating. It 
is a distinctly contemporary 
atructure, though not. strictly 
modern, sprawling comfprtably 
on a choice site within 165 acres 
of typical North Georgia land 
escape. 

Grass-topped knolls and _ hill 
gides tufted with small knots of 
pine, hickory, oak, maple, dog- 
wood and beech alternate in 
etching the horizon with deep 
scallops, intermingling the soft 
earth tones with the vibrant 
shades of foliage. 

The colors of the interior of 
the club were chosen from the 
landscape, creating a gentle dif- 
fusion of tone that seems to flow 
in and out through the deep win 
dows that form whole walls on 
certain sides of the building 

The lobby, ball room or “Fern 
Room,” and dining promenade, 
which runs the entire length of 
the ballroom on either side, are 
done in blended shades of green, 
accented with polished oak and 
brass greenery boxes, shaped to 
fit angles or curves of the walls 
and large trellis-like grills of oak 
used as dividing walls. 

At either end of the Fern 
Room are huge sculptural re 
liefs of fern, ivy and magnolia 
leaves that seem to grow out of 
_the walls and sweep, gracefully,

across them, giving the room a 
certain resilience or dimensional 
feeling, instead of the usual cold, 
flat expanse generally felt in 
ballrooms. The free-form tiers of 
the ceiling, painted in graduat- 
ing shades of green, carry out 
the general impression. 

The Lounge, the end room of 
the right wing, away from the 
heavily trafficed areas of the 
club, is done in a monotone of 
clay tones from walls to carpet 
to furnishings in a variety of 
textures. A long, low couch and 
low, rectangular coffee table, 
with ebony frame and straw 
matting under glass, span the 
entire width of this room. An- 
tique Chinese and contemporary 
brass blend peacefully together 
here. 


A deeper earth tone, taken 
from the color of well-tilled 
ground forms the scheme for 
the private dining room, with 
furnishings ranging from  pol- 
ished blond wood, to walnut to 
black lacquer and full-length 
draperies with metallic stripes. 

The powder room is done in 
cool, early morning blues and 
violets wtih a sculptured rug 
of apple green, chair seats of 
clipped lambs wool and drap- 
eries with pastoral scenes in 
hazy outlines of violet, green 
and pale pink. 

Pale sand tones of rubbed- 
oak panneling and unpolished 
crab-orchard stone give the golf- 
ers’ bar its general scheme, 
while the upstairs bar or “Oasis” 
is done in a riotous gamut of 
rainbow hues, each intensified 
to achieve bold contrasts. Suci) 
shades as pine green, chartreuse 
and shocking pink, bright or- 
ange and vellow are further ac- 
centuated with deep gold stripes. 
In the deeply recessed windows 
across two sides of the room are 
low, black-lacquered, sectional 
tables that form triangles when 
pulled apart, with maching kib 
itzer’s stools, covered in a tex- 
tured fabric that picks up the 
colors of the entire room.

He made plans for 
moving the capital from Savan- 
nah, but after asking for an in- 
crease in his salary, was recalled 
by the King in 1767, after hav- 
ing served for a period of 13 
years. 

The next governor was a mem- 
ber of royal society and an ex- 
plorer, Henry Ellis. After a suc- 
cessful reign of three years he 
was forced to resign due to ill- 
ness. 

The third governor was James 
Wright, who had been the attor- 
ney general of South Carolina 
for 22 years. 

The people of Georgia were 
led to revolt against the mother 
country more through sympathy 
with the other colonies than 
through any grievance of their 
own. After 1780 the British be- 
gan to lose ground, but it was 
not until 1782 that they gave up 
Savannah and Georgia was 
again free. —

Decorating the house for the holidays is a 
psychologically sound idea. 
And whether you do it to the tune of jingle 


bells, straining your ear for a carol, or whether | 
you are one of those people who make basic plans 


for putting the house in a holiday dress as soon 
as you've finished the last bit of Thanksgiving 
turkey hash, give the idea some thought anyway: 
There is enough confusion in the house at Christ- 
mas time anyway without having to decide 
whether you'll use Santa Claus and his Donner, 
Blitzen, Dancer and all the other reindeer tearing 
across the mantelpiece, or on the dining room 
table. Or should you be arty and use swags of 
velvety magnolia caught with clusters of holly 
berries or fruit on the mantel and the stairways. 


Half the fun of any festivity is the getting 
ready and, although flowers have permanent 
roles in the play called “Life,” they take addi- 
tional curtain calls during this season of the 
year. 


If certain greens and colors have proved right 
in your particular setting, vary the arrangement 
rather than the material. Just because you re- 
ceived your presents from Santa in a stocking 


_ hung by the fireplace or on the foot of the bed 


when you were a child, it is no reason you must 
continue this method the rest of your life. Hang 
up some of them in a glittering array for a wall 
decoration, with over-scaled candy canes. 


It’s the arrangement on the front door that 
says the first Merry Christmas to your guests, 
so let your imagination run wild. There is much 
more to use than a wreath. Greens cover a wide 
variety of material that can be divided into three 
groups; those used for backgrounds and flatwork 
in making decorations such as flat cedar, spruce, 
pine, hemlock and ruscus; greens with more 
character or with some interesting feature such 
as magnolia, rhododendron, holly, mistletoe and 
berries and cones. 

When decorating a table the main problem 
is to avoid getting it too heavy or dark.

“A window garden,” says Mrs. Hersey, with 
enthusiasm ahd conviction, “will thrive in prac- 
tically any room in the house.” 

As a contributor of travel and gardening 
articles to such magazines as Life, House and 
Gardens, and Better Homes and Gardens, Mrs. 
Hersey knows whereof she speaks. Illustrations 
in the new book, taken from her own home, also 
give evidence of ‘abundant plant knowledge. 

To begin with, your window may be of any 
size or exposure. Sufficient light is the prin- 
cipal requisite, and as a rule, it is not lack of 
sun that is the undoing of indoor plants but lack 
of moisture in the air. Even this impediment, so 
frequently encountered in apartment dwellings, 
may be overcome, however, by the simple means 
of growing plants in shallow pans of water and 
pebbles. The water and sunlight combine to 
create an aura of moisture in which plants flour- 
ish. Narrow sills may be widened, to accommo- 
date the trays, with a strip of wood on shelf 
supports. 

Soil for window gardens must feel right, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Hersey. A bit in the palm should 
hold its shape only until touched. Too much 
sand, and it will not hold its shape prior to touch. 
With too much clay, it will not disintegrate even 
then. Be sure, too, that the soil smells fresh. 

In potting plants, Mrs. Hersey advocates but 
one procedure: 

“In potting, first place a piece of broken 
flower pot over the hole so the soil won’t wash 
out. Then sprinkle a half-inch to an inch layer 
of more crocks. This insures good drainage. Set 
the crown or center of the plant an inch below 
the pot rim with roots resting on a little cushion 
of soil mixture. Spread the roots as much as 
possible as you sift more soil among them. With 
a pencil-sized stick gently firm the dirt as you 
fill the pot up to the neck of the plant.” 

Once the garden is growing, three simple rules 
for daily care, if followed, bring healthy results: 

First, give the garden a daily dose of fresh 
air, not to blow directly on the plants, but 
simply by opening a door or window briefly in 
the same room or on adjoining room. 

Second, water each plant as individually nec- 
essarv. Different plants require different methods 
and different “mounts of water, and here it is 
best to know your plants. African violets, for 
instance, must always be watered from the bot- 
tom. But, in all cases, use water at room tem- 
perature. 

Third, daily syringe the leaves of each plant

Highlighting the History 
Of Atlanta Realty Board 


(The following story of the organization, growth and prog- 
ress of the Atlanta Real Estate Board was written by Mrs. Lou- 
ise H. Peacock, former Executive Secretary for 12 years, assisted 
by Robert R. Otis, charter member, for a recent booklet pub- 
lished by the Board, entitled “Atlanta Realtors for 1948”.) 


The Atlanta Real Estate Board 
had its beginning in 1908, when a 
small group, representing about 
10 of the smaller realty firms in 
the city, held weekly round-table 
discussions at informal luncheon 
meetings at the Piedmont Hotel. 

In 1909 an organization known 
as the Atlanta Real Estate Men’s 
Exchange was formed. with the 
following charter members: Ralph 
O. Cochran, Charles P. Glover, 
Marion Kiser, Frank Liebman, 
R. R. Otis, Harris G. White, M. S. 
Rankin. B. M. Grant. S. B. Tur- 
man, T. B. Gay, J. R. Smith, Fitz- 
hugh Knox, M. L. Thrower and 
Dunson. (Two in this 
group, R. R. Otis and M. S. 
Rankin, are still today active mem- 
bers of the Board.) 

In February 1911, this organiza- 
tion became a member of the Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards and at that time, changed 
its name to the Aisa Real Es- 
tate Board 

It was in 1913 that the Board 
gave its first large banquet at the 
Piedmont Hotel. 


URGED PLANNING BOARD 

City planning was one of the 
city’s needs, and for a number of 
years the Atlanta Real Estate 
Board concentrated its efforts to- 
wards this end. In 1916 a tempo- 
rary Planning Commission was set 
up, with R. R. Otis, who was Presi- 
dent of the Board at that time, as 
Chairman. It was not, however, 
until 1920 that the first legal City 
Planning Commission was ap- 
pointed and since that time, At- 
lanta has had the services of this 
very important body. 

In the Winter of 1919. the At- 
lanta Board was host to the mid- 
Winter convention of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards. 
The Georgia Association of Real 
Est Boards was organized dur- 
ing this convention. 

In 1922 the Atlanta Real Estate 
Board was granted its charter as 
a corporation. 

URGED STATE COMMISSION 

It was in 1925 that the Georgia 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
sponsored a bill in the General 
Assembly for the creation of the 
Georgia Real Estate Commission, 
the State licensing body. Atlanta 
Board was active in its passage. 

By 1927 the Board, with

40 YEARS OF ACTIVITIES 

Throughout its 40 vears of ac- 
tivities the Board has held scores 
of social and business gatherings, 
as well as various participation in 
matters of interest and importance 
to the public, particularly to the 
sani owner. 

During the Winter 
monthly luncheon meetings are 
held. An annual outing is held 
every June, while annual banquets 
are held every February. 

The Legislative Committee of 
the Board is most active, and 
works closely with the National 
Association’s Realtor Washington 
Committee. The Educational Com- 
mittee constantly works to bring 
about higher standards in the 
realty profession, and keeps the 
Board members informed on all 
matters which will help them ren.

Revamp Bond Project, 


Wall Street Tells U.S. 


NEW YORK—(AP)—Some Wall Streeters believe Uncle 
Sam has cause to revamp his most widely advertised money- 


raising plan. 

Since before the war the Treas- 
ury has been waging a high-pre-- 
sure campaign to sell its savings 
bonds to the public. The results 
were good and the bonds gained 
wide populuar appeal. 

The outstanding total of E 
Bonds, those most favored by 
small investors, now is about $33.- 
000,000,000, while the aggregate 
of F and G Bonds, aimed at those 
in higher money brac kets, is about 
$21.000,000,000. 

The program that has brought 
89 many billions of dollars into the 
Treasury may be showing signs 
of slowing down, however. .'.nd 
some officials within the Govern- 
ment say the savings bonds bear 
too high an interest rate in relation 
to the rest of the debt. 

If the Government takes a se 
rious view of either of these facts, 
it might make one of two mov es, 
poles apart in objective: 

l. Pep up its population of sav- 
ings bonds by offering holders an 
even more attractive issue in ex- 
cnange, as currently outstanding 
bonds mature. 

2.. Tone down the entire EF Bond 
selling campaign. 

Since 1941. when the FE, F and 
G series first came into being, 
there have been only four months 
in which bond redemption totals 
exceeded sales. 

But this Autumn, for the first 
time in those eight years, sales 
have fallen below redemptions for 
two consecutive months. The 
Treasury reported September sales 
Of $398,000,000 compared with 
S411,000,000 of redemptions, and 
(Jetoner $388.000.000 
against of $396.- 
000.000

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I was completely fooled the other day. 

Newspaper film critics as a rule are deluged with 
voluminous bales of copy about all movies we are to see 
in advance of their playing date here. These copious a 
ports detail synopsis, biographies of the stars, eating habits 
of the producer and other such intimate trivia in such 
length that we usually know more about the movie be- 
fore we see it than we do after viewing it for a review 
for the paper. 

But, I was caught napping—at last. 

I went to see Roberto Rossellini’s “Paisan” at the in- 
timate Fox Theater Blue Room the other day without any 
preconceived notions of what it was about. Life Magazine 
had featured it as the “Movie of the Week” in its July 
issue last year. But, somehow, it escaped my attention. 

I had heard Rossellini had produced a movie of that 
name. But I hadn’t the slightest inkling of its plot, the 
names of any of the players, who the director was or 
any other data. 

As it began to unfold on the screen of the tiny back- 
stage theater, I was swept away by the series of self- 
contained episodes of the Italian campaign of World War 
II, which mirror the tragedy, sentiment, horror and ro- 
mance experienced by GIs and the Italian people in one 
of the most realistic war films of our generation. 

“Paisan” has no stars. Its sound recording is some- 
times poor and the photographic technique is comparable 
in manv_spots to the 8 mm. home movie. The backdrops 
are simply the rubble of the Italian streets and byways; 
cities leveled by bombs and castles which served as shoot- 
ing galleries for Nazi snipers during the late war. 


‘Paisan’ Is Realistic, Exciting Tragedy 

But, “Paisan” is realistic. It overshadows any plush of- 
fering produced in Hollywood because of its simplicity 
and Rossellini’s gift for creating screen tragedy in its most 
exciting aspects. 

In the opening passage of the film, Jersey Joe, a typical 
GI, meets the Sicilian girl and they become friends before 
a German sniper’s bullet finds its mark. In the second 
episode a Neopolitan urchin and a Negro MP portray a 
great comedy scene when the urchin “buys” the Negro, 
who is intoxicated, from another boy of the streets. 

“Paisan” is great because Rossellini lets the camera 
serve as the eves to see the real tragedy of war as the peo- 
ple of Italy saw it. It tells of the romance of a GI and a 
girl of the streets; of how a group of Franciscan monks 
decide to hold a fast for the conversion of a Jewish rabbi 
and a Protestant minister, who have been their guests in 
a mountain monastery. Everywhere, it tells the tragic 
story of death and violence, as only Rossellini, producer 
of “Open City,” can tell it. 


Emotional Impact Is Great 

With its limitless boundaries for production costs and 
star salaries, Hollywood has seldom approached the emo- 
tional impact of this Italian film, which leaves one ex- 
hausted at the finish. 

Rossellini and his British contemporaries, who have 
produced such great films as “Shoe Shine,” “Open City” 
and “Red Shoes,” have demonstrated that imagination and 
simplicity are more forceful oftentimes than elaborate 
backdrops and complicated scripts. 

“Paisan” will open at the Rhodes Theater Wednesday.

Tech Happy Over 
A One-Point Win 


There’s an old football adage saying nothing 
is very satisfactory about a 7-6 game, but some- 
how I doubt if it holds true with the Tech-Geor- 
gia battle out at Grant Field yesterday. 

No doubt about it, Tech was happy with the 
outcome. Bobby Dodd’s own words: “We were 

really tickled to win that one,” would appear to be adequate proof. 

And there certainly should be no tears on the part of 
Georgia because certain rays of light peeked through the dis- 
mal Bulldog picture and there is a definite promise of better 
things to come. 

Perhaps I should have said there should be no more tears 
on the part of Georgia, because the players themselves shed 
enough of them in their dressing room after the game. 

The biggest ray of hope for the defeated Bulldogs is a husky 
19-year-old kid named Ma! Cook, who looms as one of the greatest 
T formation quarterbacks in Southern football history. 

Cook operated with poise and confidence. He made a 
couple of wild throws, but that is only natural for a sopho- 
more. On the whole, he looked great. And, as one of the 
Bulldog coaches put it: “If he shows as much improvement 
next season as he did this, he’ll be great... not good, but 


great.” 
In looking back over the game, you can try to 
Great Effort figure every angle, but you always come up with 
the same conclusion—Tech’s effort was a replica of its Tennessee 
victory with fewer touchdowns. 

For the-first time since Dodd can remember, one of his 
teams threw only eight passes and completed only one—a new 
low in each department for him. 

“But our idea was this,” he said. “We started out to play 
Georgia like we did Tennessee—stay on the ground as long 
as we could. We were making ground fairly consistently 
and, therefore, there was no reason for us to take to the air. 
Of course, we would have had to if we couldn’t gain, but, per- 
haps fortunately, we didn’t.” 

Tech used a different spread formation from the one which 
operated so smoothly against Tennessee. 

“We knew Bill Hartman had scouted us well enough to stop 
our old stuff,” Dodd said. “So we spread our line and put a man 
in motion and then hit away from the spread. It worked out 


effectively.” 


. Tech’s running attack was the payoff. The 
Running Game Jackets were consistently able to run the ball 
out from their own territory, an important factor, considering the 
mediocre kicking Tech has been getting all season. 

If the Techs had been forced to resort to their kicking 
game, chances are they would have come out second best 
against the great efforts of Pat Field, the Georgia specialist 
who is one of the country’s best. . 

Dodd and his staff are just as happy the season has ended for 
them. They have done a much better job than anybody thought 
possible three months ago, losing only to Tulane, Duke and Ala- 
bama. 

And, if the truth be known, the Techs concluded their season 
just about out of gas. 

Their kicking and passing games are shot and their line 
has been spread thin with a series of injuries. 

All this would make it next to impossible for them to get ready 


for even one more major game.

Georgia battle with the boys hitting with everything they had on 
every play. )

On another occasion, Joe Jackura met Roy Thompson 
head-on at the line of scrimmage and both came @p groggy. 
Then Jimmy Jordan got caught in the midst of a pile-up and 

seemed to be twisted into pretzel-shape. But he bounded up and 
trotted off the field. 

That’s the way football should be played and the two squads 
deserve everybody’s congratulations.

No Georgia football team ever took the field against the 
Yellow Jackets of Georgia Tech with a greater supporter than 
one of its own former Bulldogs, George Poschner, teams of 
1940, 1941 and 1942. 


Yesterday afternoon. Poschner, 
now walking on two artificial legs 
and minus one hand as a result 
of the “Battle of the Bulge,” 
wanted a “Yellow Jacket” from 
the time he walked out of the 
Georgia dressing room one hour 
before the game.

and -at last then they were first 
down at the one-yard line. 

One play failed. On the next one 
this boy from Decatur assumed all 
the responsibility as well as the 
risk. 

He hit the center of the big 
Georgia line. There was a fleeting 
opening as the big linemen heaved 
and struggled. 

He slid through it. 


Red Patton added the point. 
Tech was ahead, 7 to 6. 

There it stayed to give Tech a 
thin victory in a curious, rough 
game in which neither team could 
find the key to the touchdown 
door. 

That was why that one se- 
quence of nine plays was so much 
the full drama of the game, called 
as it was by a boy bound almost 
like a mummy. 

In the last minutes of the fourth 
Quarter they called him in again. 

It was important to hold the 
ball. Georgia’s Ma] Cook was dan- 
gerous. He is a diamond in the 
rough, and most of the rough is 
gone. 

He and Pat Field were the two 
who neld the Georgia eleven to- 
gether. Cook's passes were always a 
threat. 

Georgia never really threatened 
the scoré. Yet in the second quar- 
ter Cook threw a pass to Gene 
Lorendo who caught it near the 
sideline and scored. Georgia was 
55 vards from the goal. Yet the 
score was in and the point missed. 

So, there in the last quarter, 
when one of Pat Field’s booming 
boots had given Tech the ball near 
midfield, Southard went in. 
Carefully, risking nothing, but 
picking spots in the Georgia de- 
fense 2s only a fine quarterback 
can, he drove his team along, hold 
ing the ball until the minutes ran 
nut and the raucus squawk of the 
horn ended the game. 

In a sense it was a poor game 
Tt was too rough. It had snatches 
of brilliant individual effort and 
achievement, but even fewer mo- 
ments of real team play in which 
running, blocking, and all the as- 
signments were carried out. 


Both teams seemed moving in 
one of those nightmares in which 
the legs are heavy and one cannot 
really run no matter how hard 
one tries. So for both teams it was 
a disappointing exhibition. 

Cheer loudly for the individuals, 
Field, Cook, Jordan, North, Cole- 
man and Patton. 

But only once was either team 
a team in the meaning of the 
word. And that was 
boy with the fractures in his 
spine went slowly out there and 
called the plays that held together 
to weave out the fabric of 40 
yards out of which the Techs got 
a tie to which Red Patton added 
the winning point.

The Georgia supporters had red 
blankets, ribbons and pennants and 
along the Georgia bench the red 
shirts of the plavers glowed deep 
and rich in the brilliant sun. 

Here was a game to which all 
came on time. Well before kickoff 
time a rabbit could not have found 
a seat in the great double-decked 
curve of concrete. 

The charming young lady cheer 
leaders for the Georgia’s came on 
with their usual verve, despite the 
fact girl cheerleaders had been 
successfullw lampooned by those 
merry Techs. 

Thev brought on a young man 
built like a wrestler, clad in a 
cheerleader skirt. a Tech sweater 
and scarf. His twirls and dance 
steps were very successful bur- 
lesques of the young ladies, but 
deterred them not at all. 

Hysteria mounted and when at 
last the Tech's kicked to the Geor- 
gia’s. One great scream rent the 
air and kept right on going, sink 
ing and rising with the plays. 

Across the way Wally Butts, of 
the Georgia's, stood, his hands 
deep in his pants pockets, his blue 
suit pulled close about him.

4f HE WINTER’S TALE,” composed and 
T produced toward the end of. Shake- 
speare’s life, is based on the plot of 
“Pandosto, the Triumph of Time,” by Robert 
Greene. 
. THis brief novel told the story of Pan- 
dosto, King of Bohemia, who, convinced that 
his wife has been unfaithful, orders a servant 
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to assassinate her, and to expose her new- 
born daughter on a bleak desert. Pandosto 
has already a young son, whom he loves. 

The queen is not assassinated. Instead, 


she is hidden away in safety in the hope that 
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In a short time the young son dies, and the 
| Oracle of Delphi declares that the queen is 
innocent. 

The infant daughter, rescued by a shep- 
herd, grows up to be a beautiful young 
; woman. Her father, Pandosto, falls in love 
, 


| her husband may recover from his mad rage. 


with her. Learning at last who she is, he 
kills himself. , 

Shakespeare developed this ugly plot into 
a remarkable study of genuine jealousy. 
Othello was not jealous; he was the victim 
ef Iago’s diabolic success in convincing a 
man who loves and trusts his wife that the 
woman is unfaithful. 

In “The Winter’s Tale,’”’ Leontes, King of 
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Sicily, invents reasons for distrusting his en- 
tirely innocent wife. 

When Perdita, his lost daughter, grows 
up, as a child of a shepherd, she attracts the 
attention of Florizel, the son of Polixenes, 
King of Bohemia. 

The children of Leontes and Polixenes 
bring about a complete reunion between their 
fathers, and Hermione, the wife whom Leon- 
tes had wished to murder, is restored to her 
repentent husband and her lovely daughter. 

The additions Shakespeare made _ to 
Greene's story changed it completely by deep- 
ening the portraits of Hermione and her jeal- 
ous husband, and by developing the romance 
/ of Florizel and Perdita, until it seems a mod- 
ern love story, with our contemporary inter- 
est in the theme of democracy. 

Leontes, even before he became insanely 
jealous, Was a trying person to live with. 
Though Hermione was a perfect lady, she 
was human. Her husband tried to persuade 
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Polixenes to prolong his visit. Hermione 
listens in silence. The first words Leontes 
addresses to. her sound like a_ reproach. 


‘“Tongue-tied, our queen? speak you!” 

Obeying her husband, she is. rewarded by 
another reproach. When Polixenes yields to 
her urging, she says, ‘“‘He’ll stay, my lord.” 
Leontes, feeling the first twinge of jealousy, 
replies, “At my request he would not.’”’, Then 
a little ashamed of his own ungraciousness, 
he adds: 

‘Hermione, my dearest, thou never spok’st 
to better purpose.”’ 

“Never?” she asks. Perhaps she is be- 
coming somewhat weary of these little pin-

In the portrait of Perdita, Hermione’s 
daughter, Shakespeare emphasizes an_in- 
herited nobility. Perhaps this is one of the 
arguments which persuade many scholars 
that the poet had more sympathy with aristo- 
cratic than with democratic ideals, in spite 
of his geriius for portraying the common man 
of his day. ° 

Perdita has been brought up in the sim- 
plicity of a shepherd’s home, but her thoughts 
remain patrician. When Polixenes discovers 
that his son Florizel is in love with her, he 
speaks cruelly to the girl, reminding her

The comic figure of the play is the im- 
mortal Autolycus, pickpocket, peddler, cheat 
in many forms, or as he describes himself, a 
“snapper-up of unconsidered trifles.”’ 

His technique of. robbing the shepherds 
at the shearing feast, his description of the 
broadside baitiads he has for sale, and his 
brazenly frank account of his own conduct, 
give us a vivid idea of one of the less noble 
aspects of Elizabethan society. 

Since he and his type seem to be perma- 
nent in human society, we prize Autolycus 
for the traits which we still can recognize, 
unfortunately, in our own world. 

He is drawn into the central plot of the 
play when he is asked to exchange clothes 
with Prince Florizel in order that Florizel 
can make his escape. Autolycus has his 
characteristic comment on the incident. The 
prince’s garments were, of course, far more 
costly than his rags. 

“Whenever I am set in the way of virtue,” 
says the rascal, “along comes some profit- 
able temptation. If I had a mind to be hon- 
est, I see fortune would not suffer me; she 
drops booties in my mouth. I am courted now 
with a double occasion, gold, and the means 
to do the prince my master good; which who 
knows how that may turn back to my ad- 
vancement ?” 

Autolycus and Perdita, far apart though 
they are in character, set the tone of the 
play. Young love and merry comedy are 
remembered when shabby distrust and jeal- 
ousy are forgiven and forgotten.

RS. PAULINE KIERNA of San Jose 

(Calif.) was young, blond and pretty. 

She also was angry at being duped by the 
man she had married, and had taken her troubles 
to court. 

Andrew Kierna had told her before she agreed 
to the wedding that he was a government under- 
cover man making $25 a day, she charred. 

‘He didn’t earn a nickel the whole time we 
were married,’ she told Superior Judie 3... C. del 
Mutolo, “and I found out he'd been unemployed 
when he proposed.” 

Pauline asked for an annulment or divorce. 

Her cuwisent to the marriage was procured, 
she complained, by false and fraudulent repre- 
sentations, and had she known the ‘ro... con- 
cerning Kierna’s status of employment and 
earning capacity, she would never have entered 
into tlhe marital contract. 

“T ere is no doubt that there is fraud,”’ said 
the judge. “However I do not think it is fraud 
that goes to the essence of the marriage. 

“It 1 grant you an annulment on fraud, every 
marriage would have to be. annulled, because 
men and women make certain kinds of promises 
each to the other, in order to induce the other to 
enter into marriage.’ (In other words you can't 
believe everything your intended husband or 
wife told you before the wedding.) 

The judge did grant Mrs. Kierna a divorce 
on grounds of mental cruelty. Andrew Kierna 
did not contest the action. 

American Jurisprudence states the general 
law regarding annulments this way: 

“Concealment or deception as to accidental 
matters not going to the essence of the marriage 
contract and not affecting the free consent of 
the injured party, such as: identity, birth, rank, 
family, fortune, health, character, morality, 
habits, temper, reputation, etc., does not suffice 
as a general rule as*grounds for the annulment 
of a marriage on the grounds of fraud since it 
is the duty of the parties to inform themse!ves 
of such matters before entering into a contract 
of such importance to themselves and society.” 

The implication is that Pauline Kierna should 
have made sure Andrew was telling the truth 
before she married him, The intended husband 
might have called that snooping, but the legal 
profession would have labelled it common sense. 

Similarly, if Marie Corvette, a young musisner 
in a South Carolina city, had not been so much 
in love she might not have been so gullib’e. She 
first met Isaac Jakar in September, 1918. 

She liked the young man who said he was in 
charge of the army hospital at It. Jackson. 
When he learned that shé was of Belgian descent 
he said he had heen a teacher in a medical 
college in Brussels,

paid for everything by check. Two weeks after 
their meeting Marie and Isaac were married. 

When she took her engagement and wedding 
rings to be engraved she was told that the dia- 
monds were paste. Then the courtship checks 
began to bounce. Eventually the bride learned 
that Isaac was not an army officer. He was not 
a teacher. He never had been in Belgium. He 
beat her and assaulted her father. 

Marie petitioned the court for an annulment. 
It was denied, the judge saying: 

“False representations by a party as to char- 
acter, social standing or fortune do not consti- 
tute such a fraud to vitiate a marriage.” 

Cecelia Shaeffer appeared in'a New York 
court asking for an annuviment beceuse, three 
days after the wedding, her husband told her: 

“T have decided that 1 do not love you. We 
were too hasty.” 

The court replied to her request: 

“IT don’t think we have arrived at the legal

because one of the parties or both were untruth.

The situation was different, however, for 
Yetta and Jacob Feynman, also of New -York 
She was a schoolteacher. He was a medica] 
student. She had money. He had ambition. 

He protested love and Yetta believed him. 
They were married and she paid for severa) 
years of medical study abroad. Then she wanted 
a home and babies. He said, “I hate kids” 
Finally he admitted he never had loved her. He 
had married her so his education would be pos- 
sible: for her money, in other words. 

This was a case where fraud went to the 
essence of the marriage contract. The fact that 
he had not really been in love with her was not 
important, but marrying for the purpose of get- 
ting her money was. An annulment was granted. 

In another case that came up in New Yor): 
the wife charged that her husband, who was a 
foreigner, had told her he loved her but had actu- 
ally married her for the sole purpose of getting 
a passport visa to the U. Ss. The judge ruled 
that this constituted fraud that affected the 
marriage contract and granted the annulment. 

Among the most common grounds for annul- 
ment-—and they vary in different states—-are: 
under age of either party; concealment of prison 
record, previous marriage, or the fact that it is 
a forbidden marriage involving insanity, or cer- 
tain diseases; duress, where the marriage is the 
result of a threat; physical incapacity to marry: 
habitual drunkenness or drug addiction: and 
failure to consummate the marriave. 

It has been held, however, that to lie about 
one’s age is not a fraud affecting the marriage. 

Courts, as a rule, recognize the vanity of a 
man-—or a woman—in love. The little love lies 
that foster romance are to be expected, in the 
opinion of most judges, who therefore frown on 
the hoodwinked husbands and wives who come 
crying for release.

“We are moving to India,’’ is the sort of an- 
nouncement calculated to upset an average bride. 
Joyce Brittain-Jones took it in stride when she 
learned her husband had been appointed aide-de- 
camp to Lord Willingdon, Viceroy of India.

HE December sun made one last picture of 
the barren trees in Central Park and re- 
treated across the Hudson. leaving Man- 


~hattan to make its own light until another dawn 


‘would take over the job. 


In a studio overlooking the park on its west 
side a young man with a long, thin face and 
deep-set, brooding eyes, looked long on the pertly 
pretty features of the woman he loved, but had 
lost to another man. 

It was a time for parting, forever. It was a 
time for poetry, if a man had it in his soul, and 
critics of Paris and New York were agreed that 
this gangling young man was a poet. 

They said Henry Grew Crosby was a vio- 
lent poet, mixing brutality with beauty, and 
suffering as he wrote—until deep lines had cut 
into his 32-year-old face. 

The lines were deeper than ever in the De- 
cember dusk as he reached towards the little 
desk as though preparing to set down his tor- 
tured thougnts as he had done so often before. 
But this time, Henry Grew Crosby did not pick 
up a pen. 

Long after sunset of Dec. 10. 1929. Stanley 
G. Mortimer, Jr., returned to the studio he had 
lent to Crosby, his~friend. Finding the door 
locked, he summoned the building superintendent, 
who forced an entrance with a fire axe. 

Mortimer looked at two fully clad figures on 
the studio couch, partly covered with a silk 
quilt, and at the half-empty bottle on the table.

He was in his senior year at Harvard, where 
he was a hockey star and a member of the Hasty 
Pudding, when the engagement was announced 
in May, 1929. The wedding took place the fol- 
lowing June 21 in the Congregational Church at 
Old Lyme, Conn., where Josephine’s grandmother 
had been married. 

After a honeymoon to the West Coast, the 
couple settled in a home on Boston's Beacon Hill 
and the bride joined her mother in numerous 
civic and philanthropic activities. Her most in- 
timate friends had no inkling that Josephine was 
not contented; the mere mention of such a thing 
as the Other Man would have been greeted with 
expressions of disbelief on Beacon Hill.

N PARIS, Harry Crosby was writing his most 
ardent verses, most of them indited to his 
Caresse, the woman who was soon to be his 
widow. He, too, had a Bostonian background 
but his life had been cosmopolitan and tempestu- 
ous in contrast to Josephine’s sheltered career. 
___ His father was Stephen Van Rensselaer Cros- 
by, wealthy banker. . 
His mother was the former Henrietta Grew, 
sister of Jane Norton Grew, who married J. Pier- 
pont Morgan in Boston in 1890 and cied in 1925. 
Harry Crosby was a stripling when World 
War I broke out, but he enlisted in the “rench 
Ambulance Corps, won the Croix de Guerre, and 
went back to school disillusioned, and od before 
his time. He attended St. Mark’s, graduated from

In November of 1929, he and Mrs. Crosby 
and her two children sailed for New York on the 
Mauretania. During the passage-he conim mi- 
cated with Mrs. Bigelow by radio. There must 
have been other messages exchanged between 
her in Boston and him in Paris, but no record 
of these was found. 

His first shipboard radiogram to her must 
have been a question, The answer, found later 
in his pocket, read simply: 

“Yes. <A.” 

Apparently his next message contained more 
detail; her reply was longer: 

“Cable George when you arrive and where 
I can telephone you immediately. (signed ) 
Josephine.”’ 

Harry Crosby's mother came from Boston for 
the reunion in the suite engaged at the Savoy 
Plaza Hotel. Pretty Mrs. Josephine Rotch Bige- 
tow came from Boston for the reunion, too, but 
she did not visit the family group. She stayed, 
instead, with friends on Park Avenue, 

It appears that she commuted between Boston 
and New York in late November and early De- 
cember, As late as November 18, she appeared 
prominently at a charity affair held at the Copley 
Plaza Hotel in Boston for the benefit of the 
Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children. 

The rendezvous for Josephine Bigelow and 
Harry Crosby in Manhattan was the studio 
apartment of his friend, Stanley G. Mortimer, 
Jr., Whose family home was across Central Park 


The Romance of Henry Grew Crosby and Josephine Rotch 
Bigelow, the Beautiful Bostonian, Was as Hectic as the Violent 
Verse He Wrote and It Was Foredoomed to End in Tragedy 


**They’re—they’re passed out!” he cried. 

“Thev're dead,” the superintendent said and 
pointed to the object. Henry Grew Crosby still 
clutched in his lifeless hand—-not the pen of the 
poet but the weapon of a murderer and suicide, 
a .29 calibre automatic pistol. 

Two shots had sutficed. One entered the 
temple of the boyishly bobbed head resting on 
his arm, the second piercing the poet's temple. 
The death of Crosby, nephew of Mrs. J. P. Mor- 
fan, was sufficient to make front’ page news in 
New York and Paris, but when the identity of 
the young woman, known to Mortimer only as 
‘Miss Rotch,’’ was established, the twin tragedy 
shocked still another city——Boston. 


ROSBY’S partner in the supposed suicide pact 

was Mrs. Josephine Rotch Bigelow, 22, a 
bride of less than six months and prominent in 
society circles fas removed from the Bohemian 
world that Crosby had adopted. 

In Boston, where her young widower reiter- 
ated his love for her; in New York where 
Crosby’s wealthy widow announced he was the 
only man she could ever love, and in Paris where 
the news of his final act was received with know- 
ing nods, authorities sought the answer to a 
riddle that was never answered: 

“When and how did these two far different 
people meet-—and why should they choose death 
instead of life with the mates they professed to 
love?” 

There was nothing in the young bride's back- 
rround to hint at mad infatuation. Her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Arthur G, Rotch, were well 
in Boston's civic, philanthropic and society 
affairs: her mother had been president of the 
Massachusetts League of Women Voters and 
editor of its publication, The Beacon, 

Josephine attended Bryn Mawr, was a popu- 
lar debutante of the 1926-27 season and became 
a member of the exclusive Junior League and the 
Vincent Club. 

There was a European tour, following the 


known 


custom of the period, and there must have been’ 


the first meeting with Harry, as Henry Grew 
Crosby was known to many of his friends, during 
her stay in Paris, 

But Josephine returned to Boston, heart 
whole and fancy free to all appearances; her 
wide, bright eyes surveying the field of hand- 
some eligible men and resting finally on the 
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Harvard, and met Mrs. Mary Jacob Peabody, a 
divorcee several years his senior. 

At the time that she divorced Richard R. 
Peabody, of Boston, in February, 1922, and was 
given custody of her two children, she was known 
to her friends as Patty. Harry Crosby began 
calling her ‘‘Caresse’’ when he married her in 
New York on Sept. 9, 1922, 

The Crosbys sailed for Europe and settled in 
Paris, where Harry used some of his inherited 
wealth to buy the Black Sun Press and sponsor 
a group of voung poets. 

Crosby himself wrote verses of violence with 
a morbid undertone, interspersed with love 
poems that he incorporated in a volume, “Son- 
nets for Caresse,”’ which he published in 1925 
under his nom de plume, Herbert Clarke. 

“The Rivers of Suicide,” he wrote in a 
prophetic black mood, “are more inviting than 
the Prairies of Prosperity.” 

And again, broodingly, he wrote: 

“For the seekers after fire and the seers and 
the prophets and worshippers of the sun, life 
ends not with a whimper but with a bang-—a 
violent explosion mechanjcally peritect. we hav- 
ing set fire to the powder house of our souls...” 

Harry Crosby used prose to label himself an 
individualist: 

“All compromise with me is impossible, I 
rejoice in the dangerous automatic liberty which 
deprives man of the volition which constitutes 
him a being responsible for his actions. I con- 
tinually feel hurricanes of magic storming into 
me as wild and insane as eagles catapulting 
themselves into the sun. 

“The inward nerves of my vision are beyond 
the sentiments of my heart and have no com- 
munication with the operations of my intellect.” 


HE prospect of death was with him constantly 
and he turned eagerly to the composition 

of a prose poem, “Hail, Death!” which, had she 
read it. would have been the final warning to 
Josephine Rotch Bigelow, a bride in Boston. 
“Die at the right time!’’ Crosby wrote. “No 
matter where you are... at the right time, when 
your senses are concentrated, when your entire 
life and soul and body are reduced to a pinpoint, 
then is the time... for us to penetrate into the

on the fashionable upper East Side. 

On the morning of Dec. 10, Josephine’s spirits 
were brighter than ever; she had the gay antici- 
pation of a schoolgirl as she confided to friends: 

“I’m going to meet Harry.’ 

Certainly she gave no sign that she looked 
forward to a rendezvous with death. And 
Crosby's behavior was anything but morbid, ac- 
cording to Mortimer, who said: 

“TI had often loaned Crosby my studio. I 
knew Mrs. Bigelow slightly, but not by that 
name, Crosby always called her Miss Rotch in 
my presence. When he popped in about noon, 
with Miss Rotch, I knew he was going to ask 
me to leave, 

“The two of them went up in the balcony. 
I was at my easel downstairs, working at a 
painting. They leaned over the balcony rail and 
kidded me. Crosby gave me a signal apd I 
went out.” 

The medical examiner decided that Crosby 
had waited until dusk before firing the fatal 
shots; possibly, it took him all afternoon to con- 
vince the bright-eyed bride that death was 
preferable to separation. And then, he might 
have waited until she. slept, and pulled the trig- 
ger without her consent. 


IS widowed Caresse, found in the hotel a few 

blocks away, ordered his body crernated and 
took the ashes back to Paris, fulfilling a wish he 
had written: 

“QO, ye Who claim to be our loyal friends, 

“Come now and build for us a funeral! pyre 

‘“‘And lay our emptied bodies on the fire, 

“Pray for our souls, murmur your’ sad 
amens...” ° 

Crosby, the poet, left no note, no verge in 
explanation of his last violent acts. The one bit 
of verse that might have suited the occasion had 
been dedicated to the woman he widowed: 

“We are one. And heaven and earth are one 
in the rain. As the heart and the body, as 
pleasure and pain, we are one,” 

Little Mrs. Bigelow was buried quietly not 
far from the scene of her comparatively recent 
marriage in Old Lyme and her bridesmaids of 
June became her mourners of December.

There are countless instances every day when 
an abrupt decision, a whim, or a mere coinci- 
dence has saved or materially changed the lives 
of men and women. 

A great many of these ineidents probably 
are not even noted by the persons they affect. 
Most of them undoubtedly go unrecorded. 

Sometimes it takes wholesale tragedy——like 
the burning of the Great Lakes luxury cruise 
ship Noronic-—-to bring such experiences to light. 

When Mrs. Harold Burrows of South Bend, 
Ind., booked passage for a cruise on the ill-fated 
ship she agreed to spend the night of September 
16, when the steamer would be docked in Toronto. 
with relatives in Bradford, Ont. It would be 
simple, they argued, for her to board the ship 
in the morning before it sailed. 

By morning, however, there was no cruise 
ship to board. 

The Noronic was only a charred hulk 
porary tomb for many of the bodies of the 139 
persons who met death when the ship exploded 
and became a fiery furnace during the night.

This was the second iime a change of plans 
had saved Mrs. Burrows from a holocaust aboard 
a steamer. In 1934 she decided to continue a 
Mediterranean cruise and so had canceled reser- 
vations for the last trip of the Morro Castle which 
burned off the New Jersey coast. 

It was a whim that grew out of a dream 
that kept Mrs. Wayne Tourtellot and her hus- 
band, of Akron, Ohio, from being passengers on 
the Noronic last September.

That history began, unoffi- 
ally, when workers in the rub- 
ber industry complained that 
they could no longer tolerate a 
cohol. Chemists made a long serie 
of investigations and discovered 
finally, that the rubber fabricator: 
couldn't drink because their sys 
tems eventually absorbed tetra- 
ethylthiuram disulfide, a substance 
which was in common use in the 
industry. 

The results of the tests were 
marked down as being interesting 

and then forgotten. After all 
there seemed to be plenty of wor-- 
ers who didn't object to being on. the 
wayvon. 

Dr. Erik Jacobsen in Copenhagen 
was looking for an effective vermicide, 
or wWworrm-killer. Among hundreds of 
chemicals he and his staff experimented 
with tetraethylthiuram — disulfide. It 
seemed to work well in the laboratory’ and 
on animals, but before testing it on hu- 
mans the doctor and his assistants decided 
to take some themselves. 

It had no effect on some of the staff, but 
the others reacted strangely. After eliminating 
various differences, Dr. Jacobsen finally found 
that the human guinea pigs who had the trouble 
were those who tippled. He decided that the 
drug, which he thereafter called Antabus (and 
which is registered in North America as Anta- 
buse) might be valuable for persons suffering 
from alcoholism. 

By the end of 1948 he and other doctors had 
tried Antabuse on thousands of patients in 
Denmark, Sweden, Iceland and Finland. News

of the favorable results reached the ears of 
Mrs. Lent, a 28-year-old Hungarian-born beauty 
who said that her 56-year-old husband, an at- 
torney for a national milk concern, had made 
a drinker out of her. 

“I really didn’t need the treatment,” she 
said later, “but I decided to give it a try be- 
cause we looked upon it as a possible solution 
for our unhappy married life.” 

She visited a sister in Stockholm, consulted 
doctors there, went to a hospital and became 
the first American to take the cure in Sweden. 

“Il was given pills for nine days,” she re- 
called, “and then I drank a scotch-and-soda. In 
10 minutes my face and neck began to feel hot. 
They turned red and my eyes became bloodshot. 

“After 25 minutes,”’ she continued, ‘my blood 
pressure had climbed from 120 to 190. My pulse 
went from 65 to 135. 

“All this time there was a mirror propped 
up in front of me. I was scared and horrified 
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to see how I looked. I wouldn’t have taken 
another drink for $1,000.” 

Mrs. Lent returned to New York, bringing 
300 Antabuse pills with her. 

Her husband, who had written to tell her how 
proud he was of her fortitude, refused to try the 
proffered treatment himself. He had already 
taken the pledge, he said, so everything would 
be all right. 

But no. They spent four sober weeks to- 
gether, then split up and’she sued for separa- 
tion. A judge the other day ordered her hus- 
band to pay her $45 a week pending trial of 
the suit. 

Although Antabuse wasn’t the answer to the 
Lents’ troubles, it may solve many other prob- 
lems. More than 150 investigators are testing 
it in institutions in this country and applica- 
tion has been made to the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration for permission to put it on the 
market.

Its proponents say it acts as a “chemical 
policeman” to keep patients from drinking while 
they undergo psychotherapy to remedy whatever 
may have made them alcoholics in the first place. 

Administered under a doctor’s care, it seem- 
ingly has no lasting ill effects, but combined 
with alcohol it increases the concentration of 
acetaldehyde in the system. The symptoms that 
Mrs. Lent noticed occur in a few minutes, and 
if the patient continues to drink despite that 
warning, he becomes violently nauseated. After 
a few such experiences, he loses all appetite 
for liquor. 

In an article in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Dr. Jacobsen and Dr. O. 
Martensen-Larsen pointed out that Antabuse is 
no panacea. 

An alcoholic may be eager to be cured at the 
start, they said, but it requires great effort on 
the part of his physician and his relatives to in- 
duce him to take the prescribed dosage daily un- 
til he has broken the habit. 

Fortunately, relapses are not as serious as 
in other treatments of alcoholism: After a few 
weeks, many patients decide they are cured and 
Stop medication, only to become drinkers again 
in a short time. | 

If they are still under observation, however, 
the relapse can be halted in a day or two by 
renewed or increased doses. 

Out of a test group of 99 treated with Anta- 
buse and observed for six months or more, the 
two doctors reported that 52 can be regarded 
as recovered and 19 others as “much better.”

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It Is Possible That Per- 
sistent Anxiety and Anger 
Actually Start the Dis- 
ease in Some Children

Science Editor: 
HE girl awoke with a raging headache and 
severe abdominal cramps. She was run- 
ning a fever and breathing was _ difficult 
for her. Her life was in danger from diabetic 
poisoning. She was saved by combined mental 
and medical treatment. Her story shows how 
emotional upsets aggravate diabetes. 

Her mother had rushed her to the New York 
Hospital, and the girl, only 15, was lapsing into 
a coma when the doctors there diagnosed her 
illness as ‘“‘ketosis’’—-associated with her dia- 
‘betes. Her chronic ailment, diabetes, had got out 
of control, which increased chemical poisons 
from unused fatty substances in her body. 

The physicians administered large and ade- 
quate doses of insulin and gave other treat- 
ments to relieve her condition. 

The girl’s health improved and she was sent 
back home. She was told to use increased doses 
of insulin, the special medicine for the control 
of diabetes, and to be very careful about her 
diet. The girl and her parents promised to fol- 
low the physician's instructions faithfully. 

But in a few weeks the young patient was 
back in the hospital. After a period of treat- 
ment she was discharged from the hospital a 
second time -—but she suffered no less than 13 
attacks in a few months. 

When she came to the hospital with the 
14th attack, she was turned over to Drs. Stewart 
Wolf and Lawrence Hinkle, Jr., Cornell Medical 
College and New York Hospital psychiatrists 
and physicians. They won the patient's confi- 
dence, which was hard to do because she was 
sulky, suspicious and afraid. By gradual ques- 
tioning they learned the tragic story of her life. 

She was the youngest of five children, and 
her mother had not wanted her born. Even as 
a baby she was treated harshly and grew up 
to fear and hate her mother. She was 11 vears 
old when she became very ill, and the diagnosis 
of diabetes was made. She was putting on 
weight fast. Her diet was regulated, and the 
child was taught to test the kidney fluid for 
sugar and to treat herself with insulin. 

As the girl grew older her troubles with her 
mother. increased. The woman resented her 
daughter's friends, especially boys, and restricted 
the girl more and more. 

The child's first violent attack of diabetic 
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poisoning followed a bitter domestic quarrel. 

The doctors started an experimental study 
of the girl. They asked her to write a diary, 
recording the results of tests showing how much 
Sugar and acetone bodies (harmful chemicals) 
were present in her kidney fluid. Each fort- 
night the record was examined and the girl was 
told what it meant. 

A study of the diary entries for 100 days 
revealed that the girl had no serious illness 
while she used insulin during periods of peace 
at home. But whenever her mother threw a 
frying pan at her, beat her with a dish rag or 
opened and read her letters, the girl suffered 
attacks of diabetic poisoning (ketosis) with 
acetones in her blood and kidney fluid. Eventu- 
ally the doctors trained the patient to become 
more independent and less fearful of her mother. 
They talked to the parents, too. 

With improvement in her emotional situa- 
tion, and without any increased doses of insulin 
or special dieting, the girl’s diabetic crises were 
stopped. She is doing all right now. Drs. Wolf, 
Hinkle and George A. Conger have confirmed 
a similar relationship between. emotions and 
diabetes in other patients. | 

They found that anxiety and repressed re- 
sentment, especially toward the patient's mother, 
aggravated diabetes markedly, and that the 
clearing up of these emotional tensions had 
beneficial effect on the disease. In a few cases 
the use of insulin was stopped, for periods, 
without any increase in diabetic symptoms, 

It is possible that persistent anxiety and 
anger, especially aroused by the mother, actu- 
ally start diabetes in some children. Emo-

mones produced by the pancreas, pituitary and 
adrenal glands. This results in disorder of the 
liver, which regulates the amount of sugar in 
the blood and in the muscle tissue. 

Drs. Samuel Soskin and Rachmiel Levine, 
of the Michael Reese Hospital, Chicago, have 
found that the liver is most important in dia- 
betes. The hormone insulin helps the liver in 
its regulation of sugar. Lack of insulin, there- 
fore, can lead to failure of the body's liver 
Sugar management — and to diabetes. 

With insulin it is possible to keep the pa- 
tient’s sugar within control and to prevent 
coma, But insulin is not a cure for the disease. 
Diabetics frequently suffer from hardening and 
degeneration of the arteries, resulting in pre- 
mature aging and death. 

Emotional troubles probably speed up such 
degenerative changes. 

One of the most promising forms of insulin 
is the new NPH-50 preparation (neutral prota- 
mine insulin, Hagedorn). One injection under 
the skin before breakfast is enough for 24 
hours in most cases so far treated. It is easy 
to train children to use this drug. 

Every child, no matter how young, should 
be tested periodically ——- at least once yearly 
for suspicious symptoms of diabetes. 

Any mother can make the simple test for 
sugar. Five drops of the kidney fluid, to which 
are added 10 drops of water, are put in a test 
tube. A chemical tablet is added, and the liquid 
changes color. Orange means an excess of sugar. 
A special color chart helps you understand what 
the color of the liquid means——-but only a docto! 
can accurately diagnose the presence of diabetes 
in a child or an adult.

E WAS an average-looking young man who 


wore glasses. One would scarcely have ex-* 


pected him to walk into an office, even in 
San Quentin Prison, and cause a pretty blonde’s 
mind to wander far from her typing. 

Peggy Peterson knew the record of Bill Sans- 
bury, the new chief inmate clerk of the prison’s 
psychiatric office. He was in on a burglary 
charge at the age of 23. 

A few months earlier 21-year-old Peggy had 
quit a modeling job to become a secretary in the 
penal institution. It was a strange switch in 
careers, despite the fact that her father was a 
prison guard. Was it, perhaps, a response to 
some inner urge to be a good influence? 

. The pretty secretary accepted Bill as a fellow 
worker in the psychiatric office, and soon learned 
that he was an intelligent young man. As weeks 
passed she began taking personal problems to 
him for solution. 

“I don’t Know when or how it happened,” 
Peggy said later, “but we fell in love.” 

On Bill’s part the sentiment may have been 
nurtured during the hours he spent alone in 
his cell, when the office was closed. Peggy had 
gone home then, to a world of her own where he 
no longer was allowed a place. 

During those hours, she could have been 
dating other boys in the small town just outside 
San Francisco where she lived. It seems more 
likely, however, that she was busy pondering 
the problem of why a boy like Bill would turn 
to crime. What were his chances of eventually 
going straight? 

Peggy Peterson had formed a conviction on 
that subject late in August, 1949. That was 
when Bill became eligible for parole because of 
good behavior.

Parole wouldn’t mean freedom for Bill. They 
both knew that. Authorities from Baltimore, 
Md.. had sent out a detainer for him on a charge 
of forging checks in that city in 1947, 

Born in Ohio, Bill had gone to Baltimore 
when he was 17 and had found a job driving a 
cab. According to the story he later told Detec- 
tive Lieut. Millard Horton of Baltimore, he 
started hanging around cheap nightclubs and 
after being drafted into the army he married 
an entertainer. 

Bill admitted to the detective that he had 
been in trouble during the next few years. His 
wife was killed in an automobile accident. Soon 
after that he forged checks, in the total amount 
of $850, in nine Baltimore stores, 

Early in 1948 he was arrested for another 
crime, on the opposite side of the continent. He 
was convicted of robbing the strong box of a Los 
Angeles store where he had just been fired from 
a manager's job. 

He. was sentenced to two to 15 years in San 
Quentin, and this was scaled down to four years. 

An early parole shortened his stay and forced 
Peggy Peterson to make a decision which, for 
her, seemed not to be difficult. 

“I'm going to Baltimore, too,’ she said be- 
fore the Maryland detective arrived to take Bill 
back with him. “I’m going to help you.” 

Bill argued, but Peggy was stubborn. She 
took all of her savings—about $550, bought a 
plane ticket and landed in Baltimore. 

When Bill was arraigned in Criminal Court 
before Judge Robert France; Peggy was there. 
She heard him plead guilty to the forgery 
charges. She took the Witness stand. 

The generous-hearted girl offered the court 
$200——-nearly everything that was left of her 
savings--as partial restitution for Bill. 

“Oh, I know he'll go straight,”” she told the 
Judge, who had warned her that forgers often 
repeat their offenses. 

Bill’s plea for parole was referred by Judge 
France to the Criminal Court's probation depart- 
ment, and Bill went back to prison to await 
a report from psychiatrists and investigators. 

Peggy visited him every day for the half- 
hour allowed. She got a secretarial job, and 
waited. When reports came in, however, they 
were discouraging. 

The medical adviser labeled Bill ‘‘a smooth 
talker and completely unreliable.”” He included 
the prediction that “he is sure to be in future 
difficulty of a similar nature.”’ The psychologist 
found “a tendency toward shiftlessness.”’ 

Members of.the probation department said 
sill was “a better than even risk.” 

After weighing these opinions, Judge France 
rendered his decision: 

“TIT have concluded, with some hesitation, that 
the ends of justice will be met if I give you a 
suspended sentence. You are placed on probation 
for three years. One of the terms of your pro- 
bation is that you make restitution in full.” 

Zestitution included, in addition to the $850, 
about $600 for Bill’s extradition from California 
and the Judge stipulated that none of Peggy’s 
funds were to be used toward repayment. 

“You are exceptionally lucky in having by 
your side and willing to help a young lady who 
believes in you and in your ability to once again 
take your place in the society of decent people,”’ 
Judge France commented. | 

Iie warned Bill that violation of probation 
meant 10 years in Maryland and serving the 
balance of his term in San Quentin. 

The worst blow of all, perhaps, was the 
ruling that Peggy and Bill could not marry for 
one year. That was the time allotted the offender 
to prove that he could be a dependable husband.

Author of “Jesse dames Was My Neighbor.” 
OME years ago Oklahoma was filled with 
Bad Men and Bold Women. Their stories 
are amazing-——a part of the making of 
America. One of the most amazing of all is 
the story of Bitter Creek and Rose of Cimarron, 
This story--so far as I know--has never 
been told as concretely and concisely as I am 
setting it down. 

(You may be interested to Know that an- 
other story I wrote for The American Weekly 
Was made into the film “I Shot Jesse James.’’) 

Now a little background about Bitter Creek. 
Hiis real name was George Newcomb. He was 
born in Texas. When he was a young man he 
came to Oklahoma and got a job on a ranch 
as a cowboy. One day he was out with the 


men. The day was as hot as a Mexican fire 


bean; dust from the cattle hung in the air like 
a swarm of bees on a tree limb. 

The men came to a stream. Young George 
Newcomb was thirsty and started for the stream, 
‘The other men-—they all knew the country— 
told him not to drink, but the young cowboy 
fiopped himself on the ground and buried his 
face in the water. 

What he didn't know (purposely the old 
heads hadn’t told him) was that this was gyp- 
sum water. Gypsum is a kind of calcium stone 
from which plaster of Paris is made and is as 
bitter as the regrets of a morning after. He 
sucked up a mouthful of the gypsum-soaked 
water—and got rid of it in a little less than 
no time at all. The older men roared with 
Jaughter; from that moment on he was “Bitter 
Creek” and “Bitter Creek” he lived and died 
--.in a strange and tragic way. 

A girl, who also had been born in Texas, 
came to Oklahoma with her parents and set- 
tled on a ranch near where Bitter Creek was 
living. The two Texans rode together over her 
father’s ranch; she rode well, for she had 
grown up in the saddle. The inevitable hap- 
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pened. The writing of a page in outlaw history 
be; an. 

Her first name was Rose; she lived not far 
from the Cimarron River —‘Rose of Cimarron” 
she became, That, too, was inevitable. What 
a strange romance that was...strange, tragic 
and moving. 

There was a weakness in his character; he 
wanted to have money to spend on her and he 
took the pistol way. 

Oklahoma had more outlaws than a jar has 
cookies, and Bitter Creek began to associate 
with them. Rose was so young and so much 
in love that she didn’t realize the seriousness 
of what he was doing. 

Bitter Creek “rode” with the toughest of 
the tough; with the Daltons and with Bill Doolin. 

Whenever he could, he would steal back to 
see Rose. 


UT these moments were not long enough, so 

he asked her to meet him at Invalls, Okla., 
a small two-by-four town at the edge of. the 
Creek Nation, never dreaming what would hap- 
pen. It was the most inaccessible place in Okla- 
homa-—and the toughest. 

sept. 1, 1893, Bitter Creek and several other 
men from the outlaw band pulled in, and the 
town was turned over to them. - Rose of Cim- 
arron was there and at sight of her, Bitter 
Creek’s heart pounded like an Indian drum. 

Two things in the town were important: a 
saloon rejoicing in the name of Trilby and the 
Pierce Hotel. The hotel had two stories. That 
became immensely important. 

Meantime Fate was stealthily at work in 
the form of United States marshals. A tipster 
had sent word that the outlaws were expected 
and the marshals made their plans. In order 
not to attract attention, they disguised them- 
selves as hunters. They established a camp 
near by. But they were secretly watching the 
merrymakers at the Trilby and the Pierce, 

Putting their guns in a covered wagon, they 
pretended to start home; but just outside of

The officers were startled, but they began

« miracle, the way the two escaped-—Rose of 
Cimarron and her wounded, swaying lover. 
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HE officers had no horses handy to chase the 
two, so Rose and Bitter Creek completed 
their escape by going to a cave in the hills. 
She made bandages for him, went for medicine 
and helped nurse him; not only that but watched 
icr officers. Finally, Bitter Creek was able 


to travel and she went back to her father's 
ranch in Payne County. 
Officers came and arrested her “for aicing

and ahetting outlaws.” She came up before 
Judge Dale. He said he was sorry for her but 
the law was the law and he sentenced her to 
two years in the reformatory in Framingham, 
Mass.

OW as to what happened to Bitter Creek: 

He grew more desperate, took more chances, 
seemed to care less about his life. He became 
the Terror of Oklahoma: he led in daring rob- 
beries, escaping, sometimes, by. luck. A re- 
ward of $5,000 was on his head, dead or alive. 
He seemed to realize that Fate was going to 
have its way with him. 

Bill Doolin, the Daltons—one by one they 
were disappearing. But Bitter Creek continued 
to “‘ride.’’ He had a friend named Charlie Pierce, 
and now they must stick together, for danger 
was closing in, : 

Whom could they trust?

They thought three brothers named Dunn 
were their friends; from time to time they had 
hidden on their ranch. But the officers offered 
the Dunns clemency if they would “cooperate.”

N THE winter of 1944, Fern Bowden felt she 
was a pretty lucky woman.

Hie denied, however, intending to kill his 
wife, and declared he'd intended the internal 
machine.for Hockenyos, But, he said, he’d been 
unable to find a way to deliver it to his intended 
Victim, and stored it in the cellar of his home. 

The authorities, however, had put little cre- 
dence in his protestations of harmless inten- 
tions toward his wife They were more im- 
pressed with the fact brought out by Detective 
Leonard Schaffer that the device could easily 
have been rendered harmless by the simple 
manipuiation of a single wire. But Bowden had 
chosen to leave it set, and had called particular 
attention to its presence by his warnings to the 
dauchters. 

The authorities felt they could only believe 
that, driven by his twisted jealousy, he had 
intended so to arouse his wife’s curiosity that 
she would do exactly as she did. Apparently, - 
in the intensity of his fury, he gave no thought 
to the possibility that Doris or Shirlew might 
have been his victim. 

So, too, did the jury feel, at Bowden's trial, 
which began before Judge Walter L. Tooze. on 
Dec. 17. 1946. After five days of testimony, 
they brought in their verdict: Guilty of murder 
in the first degree, with a recommendation of 
life imprisonment. 

Today, Wes Bowden is behind the bars of 
the penitentiary at Salem, with a lifetime in 
prison in which to get over his streak of jealousy.

energy and heat; chemical 
pacemakers and regulators 


of all body and mind pro- 
CeSSeS. 

Body building is done pri- 
marily by proteins. Heat 
and energy are derived from 
“calorie rich’ substances, 
such as starch, sugar, fats. 

The pacemakers are vita- 
mins and minerals. 

Hence, a combination of 
milk, cheese and other dairy 
products, fresh fruits and 
vegetables, meat, eggs, fish 
and cereals (preferably 
whole cereals), constitutes a 
generally balanced diet. 

For good health, Betty 
learned, she should consume 
meals consisting of one part 
meat, eggs or fish to two 
parts vegetables and fruits. 

At breakfast Betty may 
balance eggs with two large 
portions of stewed fruit or 
fruit juices. Then at lunch, 
if she has fish, she should
